WHEELER CALLS 
PRESIDENT'S AlD 
PLAN ‘IDIOTIC 


“When You Lease or Lend 
(Arms to Britain) You're 
Buying Interest in War,’ 
He Says. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP), — 
President oosevelt’s lease-lend 
plan for aiding Britain, already a 
major issue of the new Congress, 
was termed “idiotic” today by Sen- 
ator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana. 

“I'd rather give supplies to them,” 


‘Wheeler told an anti-war delega- 


tion at the Capitol. “When you 
lease or lend you’re buying an in- 
terest in the war. Some people say 


it’s our war. If it’s our war, how 
can we justify lending them stuff 
and asking them to pay us back? 
“If it’s our war, we ought to 
have the courage to go over and 
fight it—but it isn’t our war.” 
Wheeler urged the 70 delegates 
representing the American Peace 
Mobilization “to stand up and show 
this is a democracy.” 

Walter Neff, who said he was 
New York City executive secretary 
for the American Peace Mobiliza- 
tion, told Wheeler that “more than 
12,000,000 persons who want to keep 
America out of war appreciate what 
you have been doing.” 

Neff said his organization in- 
cluded representatives of organ- 
ized labor, youth groups, Negro or- 
ganizations and farm and church 
units. 

Wheeler urged the delegation to 
defy “intimidation and humiliation 
because you want to preserve 
peace.” 

“I’ve been called an appeaser, & 
pro-Nazi, a pro-Communist, and I 
don’t know what else,” Wheeler 
said. “I’m not anything but pro- 
American and I’m not going to be 
intimidated by the war mongers, 
the President, the F. B. I. or any- 
one else.”

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NAVY TARGET BOATS 
FOR DIVE BOMBERS 
STOP AT ST. LOUIS 


Black Stripe on Deck Serves 
as Bull’s Eye for Aviators 
in Practice. 


The brief.stopover on the St. 
Louis riverfront yesterday of two 
Navy “target boats” revealed the 
role of the unsung heroes who 
man the craft during dive-bombing 
practice, a 

Lieut. James K. Averill, com- 
mander of the Naval Aviation Base 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field, who 
saw mary years of flying service 
with the fleét, explained the boats 
are used as ‘live’ targets for dive 
bombers. -Each boat, the size of: 
a good-sized motorboat, is built of 
metal and has a steel deck and a 
turret for a crew of two. A black. 
stripe on the deck serves as a 
bull’s eye for dive-bombing avia- 
tors, who try to hit the deck with 
non-penetrating bombs. 

Although the boats and bombs 
are designed for non-lethal results, 
the psychological effect on the 
crew maneuvering the target is 
that of a mouse waiting for the cat 
to pnunce. Target boats usyally 
are manned by aviation personnel, 
so that the fellow dropping the 
bombs during one practice session 
may find himself on the receiving 
end next time. 

The boats, built by the Robinson 
Marine Construction Co, of Benton 
Harbor, Mich. are being taken 
down the Mississippi to New Or- 
leans by civilian crews, to be turned 
over to the Navy. :

Union ' Buys Factory Building, 
Becomes Landlord to Employer|*:.«:, 


WEBSTER, Mass., Jan. 4 (AP). 
—By completing purchase of a fac- 
tory building as the culmination of 
a plan to pro#ide employment, the 
Webster Independent Shoe Work- 
ers’ Union has become landlord to 
the employer of 900 of its members. 
The project, on which the union 
spent $71,000 to buy, repair and en- 
large the structure, started seven 
years ago after the factory was 
closed because of the business de- 
pression. 

Loath to see the workers idle, 
Eugene Martel, the union’s busi- 
ness agent, led a union move to 
do something about it, 

First, the union negotiated a $10,- 
000 loan from local business men 
and, in conjunction with them, 
took over the structure under the 
title of Factory Trust. 

Then Martel persuaded an ex- 
perienced manufacturer to locate 
in the building and operate in it 


as the Webster Shoe Co., makers of 


men’s footwear. Pending expan- 
sion of business, the company op- 
erated at first on a rent-free basis. 

Soon 100 union members were re- 
ceiving wages from the company. 
The number of employes rose grad- 
ually to.900. As business grew, the 
union obtained other loans, added 
a fourth floor and otherwise im- 
proved the building. 

The union obtained clear title by 
making the final $3000 payment to 
a bank yesterday. The funds were 
raised through assessments of 35 
cents a week against employes of 
the factory and 25 cents a week 
against the union's several hun- 
dred other members in other fac- 


tories. . 

‘Martel said the union, which 
prides itself on the amount of its

Chairman Vinson Says He 


Is ‘Disturbed by Discour- 
aging Reports of National 
Leaders.’ | 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP).— 
\Chairman Vinson (Dem.), Georgia, 
anouncing plans for a “widespread 
probe” of the navy’s aircraft and 
shipbuilding construction by the ; 
House Naval Committee, said today 
the first two 35,000-ton battleships 
of the current program would join 
the fleet next July and September, 
respectively. 

The battleship North Carolina 
will be commissioned July 15 and 


the Washington on Sept. 30, Vinson 
said, pointing out that they were 
the first capital ships built for the 
navy since the early 1920s. Their 
construction was started in 1937. 
In a statement Vinson said he 
had been “disturbed by discourag- 
ing reports by national leaders and 
experts about defense prepared- 
ness.” He said all members of his 
committee had been notified that 
an inquiry would begin Tu y. to 
determine whether the procurement 
of aircraft for the fleet could be 
speeded up. 


“Cap” for Fighting Ships. 


He indicated also that the pro- 
posed $300,000,000 strengthening of 
anti-aircraft defenses of the fight- 
ing ships already in service would 
consist chiefly of providing a bomb- 
proof “cap” for each vessel to pro- 
‘personnel from aerial attack. 

The device, Vinson said, would 
not be heavy enough to affect the 
stability of the ships and probably 
would be installed as the _ ships 
come in for their annual overhauls. 

“There is no plan for any whole- 
sale laying up of our first line of 
defense for this purpose,” he as- 
serted. 

Vinson said Rear Admiral John 
H. Towers, chief of naval aviation, 
would be the first witness in the 
inquiry and that the initial hear- 
ings would deal exclusively with 
the aviation problem. 


The release of some cargo ships 
and more destroyers to Britain is 
reported to be under consideration 
by persons high in defense coun- 
cils as a means of spurring produc- 
tion under the Navy’s building pro- 
gram and President Roosevelt’s new 
plan to construct 200 new mer- 
chant vessels.

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MORE BARDIA DEFENSES FALL,

AFTER 3D NIGHT

Any Other in Germany— 
Hits, Scored on Ship and 
U-Boat Yards. 


LONDON, Jan. 4 '(AP).—Royal 
Air Force bombers turned the in- 
dustrial area of Bremen, German 
seaport, into a “sea of flames” last 
night in their third successive night 
attack on the city, the Air Ministry 
announced today. 

Although Bremen is not the first 
German or German-held town to be 
raided for three nights in succes- 
sion by the R. A. F., the British 
say it now is thought to have un- 
dergone heavier bombing and, more 


severe damage than any other. 

A communique, reporting attacks 
on other targets in Nazi and Nazi- 
occupied territory which were un- 
derstood to include the. so-called 
invasion-ports, said the British 
bombers scored repeated hits in 
Bremen’s: industrial area with’ high 
explosive bombs and also dropped 
many incendiaries. 

“Eighteen red fires were ob- 
served, four of which were large,” 
the communique stated, “and there 
were so many white fires their 
number could not be counted. Air- 
erat arriving later on the scene 
found the target area a sea of 
flames.” | 

One British plane was reported 
missing and a twin-engined Ger- 
man fighter plane was said to have 
been damaged. 

The attacks on Bremen began 
Wednesday night, when 20,000 fire 
bombs and many high explosive 
missiles were reported dropped on 
targets which included submarine 
and shipbuilding yards, British 
sources said the raid was in re- 
taliation for the fire-bombing of 
London by German raiders last 
Sunday night. . 

The Thursday night raid, during 
which R. A. F. pilots reported find- 
ing large fires started the previous 
night,» was described as lighter 
than the first. Weather conditions 
were not so favorable as on 
Wednesday, the British said. 

Last night’s raid was the R. A. 
F.’s fifty-fifth on Bremen, the 
British said.

PEIPING, Jan. 4 (AP).—Japa- 
nese military authorities’ were re- 
ported today to have flatly reject- 
ed demands for an apology for the 
arrest of five United States ma- 
rines in a cabaret incident New 
Year’s, eve. 

In a communication delivered to 
Col. Allen H. Turnage, United 
States Marines commander, the 
Japanese not only declined to 
apologize but asserted the Ameri- 
cans were responsible for the inci- 
dent and demanded that they apol- 
ogize, authoritative sources .said. 
The Japanese counterdemands 
were said to have been sharply 
rejected by Col, Turnage after a 
conference which lasted several 
hours. 

The marine commander was re- 
ported to have told the Japanese 
that his demands for an apology 
still stood and that they were based 
principally on the manner in which 
his men were taken into custody 
and on their long detention. 

Col. Turnage previously had. said 
that the marines involved in the 
cabaret. incident were not. at fault 
and that he would take the matter:

DEAN SWEET BLAMES STATE 
OFFICIALS FOR RELIEF CRISIS 


Charges “Woeful Lack of Responsi- 
bility” in Administration and 
Urges Planning. 


Relief administration should be 
predicated on long-range co-ordi- 
nated planning avoiding - unnec- 
essary recurrent relief crises, Dean 
Sidney E.. Sweet of Christ Church 
Cathedral, chairman of the Social 
Action Department of the Social 
Planning Council, said today. 

Dean Sweet attributed the pres- 
ent relief situation to “a woeful 
lack of responsibility in the State 
administration of relief.” 

“Whether it rests with the Gov- 
ernor, the State Social Security 
Administration, or the Legislature 
I do not know,” Dean Sweet said, 
“but it is evident the present suf- 
fering could be avoided if those 
three agencies co-operated to fix 
responsibility in preventing the cur- 
rent situation.” 

Dean Sweet said it was impos- 
sible to develop a healthy, loyal cit- 
izenry, essential to national defense, 
if many citizens were permitted to 
suffer needless hunger and cold 
through mismanagement and lack 
of foresight on the part of others. 
He said another crisis might de- 
velop if WPA workers were forced 
to be idle because of, inclement 
weather, since no provision was 
made by the State Social Security 
Commission to assist their families 
during such periods.

COLD WAVE CAUSES 
20-DEGREE DROP 
HERE IN 7 HOURS 


Trace of Snow Is Heaviest of 
Season So Far—Below 
Zero in North. 


A cold wave, which moved across 


country from the Northwest at a 
fast clip last night, caused a 22- 


degree drop in temperature here, 


to 16 degrees, between midnight 
and 8 o’clock this morning. 

Snow, which had not been pre- 
dicted, amounted to only a trace in 
Weather Bureau ratings, but was 
the heaviest of the season so far. 
The cold wave brought sub-zero 
t' aperatures to northwestern and 
northern states and was accompa- 
nied by a snow storm at Chicago.

TO SUIT TO OUST RISK FIRMS 


Missouri Supreme Court Allows 
McKittrick to Amend 
Petition. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 4.—At- 
torney-General McKittrick was 
granted leave today by the Missouri 
Supreme Court to amend the peti- 
tion in his ouster suit against 123 
stock fire insurance companies, to 
add a charge that the companies 
had violated the anti-trust laws 
through alleged attempts arbitrar- 
ily to fix and control fire insur- 
ance rates. 

The amended petition also 
chafged the companies, through the 
Missouri Inspection Bureau of St. 
Louis, had . employed Boyle G. 
Clark of Columbia as counsel for 
the bureau at a time when, it was 
charged, Clark was acting as coun- 
sel for the late George A. S. Rob- 
ertson, then State Insurance Super- 
intendent, 

McKittrick charged the compa- 
nies had entered into and were 
operating a pool or combination 
“by and through their agency, the 
Missouri Inspection Bureau” to fix 
and control the rates for fire, hail, 
lightning and windstorm insurance 
in the State. The court allowed the 
companies 10 days to file an an- 
swer. 

The ouster suit, based on charges 
the companies had knowledge of 
the bribery and corruption which 
resulted in the notorious fire insur- 
ance rate compromise by former 
State Insurance Superintendent R. 
Emmet O’Malley in 1935, had been 
set for hearing before a special 
commissioner on Jan.;:15. The iew 
charges likely will cause a post- 
ponement.

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MR. JACKSON AND WIRE-TAPPPING. 
It is no credit to either himself or his office that 
Attorney-General Jackson has asked for the right to 
use évidence obtained by wire-tapping in national de- 
fense and certain other kinds of criminal cases. 
The people, through their elected representatives 
in Congress, declared themselves opposed to wire- 
tapping by Government agents when the Federal 
Communications Act banned use of eavesdropping 
evidence in 1934. The Supreme Court, in a strong 
opinion read by Justice Roberts just a year ago, 
repudiated the Department of Justice in its attempt 
to get around the law by a strained interpretation. 
As long ago as 1928, the late Justice Holmes called 
the Government’s violation of the anti-wire-tapping 
statute of the State of Washington “dirty business,” 
declaring it “less an evil that some criminals should 
escape than the Government should play an ignoble 
part.” In the same case, arising from a prohibition 
prosecution, Justice Brandeis said that when “the 
Government becomes a lawbreaker, it breeds con- 
tempt for law, it invites every man to become a 
law unto himself; it invites anarchy.” 

We do hot believe that the Federal Government 
needs to tap wires to make its case against sa- 
boteurs. If it can make cases that way, it can make 
cases other ways—in ways that will not approve 
invasion of the traditional privacy of the citizen in 
his home.

He was 
right then. Why the change? 
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TELLING THE BOSS HOW TO DO IT.

Brains for Defense 


— 


Many problems of arms program are technical, but scientists dupli- 
cate each other’s work, and much skill goes unused; writer urges 
organization of research facilities, with correlation of all data 
available; search for badly needed alloy for planes a case in point.

NE way to end the bottleneck in alu- 
minum, which is likely to become more 
serious, and at the same time to speed 
production of planes would be to develop a 
new, light stainless-steel alloy to replace the 
duraluminum now used so largely in planes. 

The advantage of duraluminum, a com- 
pound of aluminum and duralium, is its 

tness. One disadvantage is the relative 
scarcity of aluminum. Another is the greater 
scarcity of duraluminum. A third lies in the 
character of duralminum, which is not an 
easy alloy to handle. Stainless steel is much 
more malleable, and the discovery of a stain- 
less steel alloy of sufficient lightness would 
make it easier to adapt existing stamping 
machinery to the job of fashioning plane 
parts. It would also make it easier to adapt 
existing skills to the new task. 

The way to find that stainless-steel alloy 
would be to bring together every scrap of 
information bearing on the problem. No 
doubt a number of men in different plants 
are working on it. Other men in other lab- 
oratories in the course of other work have 
no doubt stumbled on,facts which could 
contribute to the solution of this metallurgi- 
cal puzzle. 

But we have no effective way to gather 
and correlate information buried in the files 
of scattered academic and industria! labo- 
ratories. Nor have we any effective way to 
break the problem down into its constituent 
elements and parcel these out among sci- 
entists with special backgrounds for these

I have before me a copy of its latest pub- 
lication, Volume XXIII, Third Memoir. It is 
a monumental study called “Observations 
for Measurements of the Members of the 
National Academy of Sciences,” and it con- 
tains such vital information as this: “Mus- 
tache, beard, hair of the body—A proper 
study of the mustache and especially that 
of the beard was impossible, for more than 
one-half of the members of the academy 
wore no mustache and but few wore a full 
beard.” 7 

We have a National Research Council, 
established by the academy at President 
Wilson’s request in 1916. It did good work 
in the last war and has some good men on 
it, but it has just been coming out of a long 
hibernation. 

We have a National Defense Research 
Committee in the Defense Commission, and 
Charlies F. Kettering, who is the outstand- 
ing genius of the automotive industry, heads 
a new National Inventors’ Council in the 
Department of Commerce. But so far, these 
bodies have produced little more than pub- 
licity. . 

* * 

There are 100,000 people engaged in saci- 
entific work in this country. The memo- 
randum to which I have referred estimates 
that only some 500 are in contact with these 
governmental scientific bodies. 

Most universities today lack funds for 
research and must depend on special grants. 
Judging from a recent statement by Frank 
Jewett, president of the academy and head 
of the Bell Telephone Laboratories, the Gov- 
ernment does not seem to be spending 
through the academy more than $200,000 or 
$300,000 on special defense research, or about 
what one big soap company has. been 
spending in trying to develop an “antiseptic” 
soap with which to play on the hypochon 
driac susceptibilities of the American con- 
sumer. 

England, too, had its honorary societies, 
its scientific stuffed shirts and yes-men. If 
any reader is interested in learning how 
they fumbled the job of mobilizing Britain’s 
scientific brains for defense, I recommend a 
little volume published by the Penguin Press 
in England a few months ago, “Science in 
War,” a symposium by 25 anonymous aci- 
entists. It isn't on sale in this country, but 
it ought to be, for it indicates that the Brit- 
ish made the same mistakes that we are 
making. I hope we shan’t wait as long as 
they did to correct them.

The German sources declined to 
divulge the nature of the reply, but 
said the facts had been carefully 
investigated.

A Berlin spokesman earlier said 
the bombs either were “English or 
they are imaginary. Our flyers are 
not and have not been sent to Ire- 
land. Someone else will. have to ex- 
plain those bombs.” 


Identify More Bombs and 
Mines as German. —_ 
DUBLIN, Jan. 4 (AP).—Air raid 

wardens and demolition squads 
stood by on Dublin streets tonight 
after the Irish Government had 
disclosed that more bombs as well 
as magnetic mines which have 
fallén on Ireland or its neutral 
waters have been identified as Ger- 
man. 

An official statement said two 
magnetic sea mines dropped off 
County Wicklow “were identified as 
of German origin, also bombs 
dropped at Oslegate (Oylgate) in 
County Wexford.” Olsegate had not 
been mentioned before in the list 
of areas hit in the last three days. 


“Statements on the American ra- 
dio that Dublin was subjetted to 
a daylight bombing raid yesterday 
and that the Irish Government 
threatened to expel the German 
Minister. are false,” the statement 


The Irish Independent said today 
the public expected German assur- 
ances to “be readily forthcoming” 
in view of Eire’s scrupulous ob- 
servance of neutrality in the war, 
but urged an immediate continuous 
sitting of the Dail (Parliament) 
“until the position has been clari- 
fied.” 


The press ridiculed the idea that 
the bombings could have been a 
mistake. The conservative-unionist 
Irish Times said “the possibility of 
a genuine mistake is remote,” and 
demanded better air raid precau- 
tions. 

The Irish Press, regarded as the 
Government’s voice, pointed out 
that even if a mistake in naviga-

LONDON, Jan. 4 (AP).—British

‘ally with the hope of seizing Irish

Occupation of Ireland also would 
give the Germans “ideal” naval 
and air bases to continue their as-) 
saults on British sea commerce, 
these sources asserted. 

Irish bases would increase Ger- 
many’s chance for a successful in- 
vasion “immeasurably,” it was said, 
since the British would be forced 
to meet attacks from both the 
east and west.

Ireland also has relatively few 
planes which would cope with Ger- 
man aircraft, they said, and Bri- 
tain’s force would have to send 
planes to its assistance; thereby 
weakening home defenses.

The fear of the known is never 
demoralizing. It is the cherishing 
of illusions that disintegrates us. 


N the gigantic conspiracy to 
overthrow the civilization of the 
world the part played by the as- 
sault on human psycholog- is pri- 
mary. Goebbels was at one time 
convinced that the Nazis could sub- 
jugate the world without firing a 
shot—simply by breaking down 
mental resistance. The . technique 
used has nothing to do with rea- 
sonable argument. It*does not de- 
rive from the forum or -the senate 
or the editorial room. 

It consists of a most acute an- 
alysis of human emotions, particu- 
larly of the emotion of fear, and of 
human illusions and human weak- 
nesses, of the good instincts as well 
as the bad instincts and the scien- 
tific exploitation of all of them. 


Thus, the desire for peace is ex- 
ploited to be-ome an apologia for 
total war. At the same time ,the 
aggressive instinct is released in all 
countries against weaker neighbors, 
and the fear instinct stimulated in 
the weaker and directed against 
stronger neighbors. Thus, in our 
own country, we are urged to re- 
gard the anomaly of Canada, an 
unfortified neighbor whose presence 
in the British Commonwealth 
might drag us into war, and our at- 
tention is directed toward the rich 
booty of Mexico; while in South 
America, each country is stim- 
ulated to fear of the Northern 
Titan, 


We are systematically reminded 
cf 1776 and 1812, in order to direct 
our attention away from “940. We 
are reminded to avoid entangling 
alliances, and offered one at the 
same time—“witkr the victorious 
power, the dominant nation of 
Europe.” 

It is the ultimate triumph of the 
Nazi attempt when the humani- 
tarian instinct can be mobolized to 
collaborate for the extinction of 
humanitarianism, which is the es- 
sence of Nazi philosphy. Nor do 
the Nazis have the slightest hesi- 
tation in admitting this openly, in 
a body of writings which fills li- 
braries, and in the most candid 
speeches, while at he same time 
they click their tongues against 
their teeth in horror at all the suf- 
fering that war-mongering demo- 
crats are imposing upon the human 
race, 

For they speculate that those in 
whom hate and envy and frustra- 
tion are strong will be naturally at- 
tracted to them, and those in whom 
love rules can be seduced by them. 
So in all countries you find the 
gentle locking arms with the gang- 
sters in a common program to let 
nature take its course—nature be- 
ing the tooth and the claw supple- 
mented by the airplane, the tank, 
and the machine gun. ..

Is there not a Ger- 
man Embassy in Washington 
through which “official” peace over- 
tures can be made? And does not 
Mr. Marshall know that Goering, 
since long before this war, has 
used addle-pated business men, bent 
on consummating deals, as his 
“peace” emissaries, to quiet the 
victim and confuse the victim's 
mind while he gets ready to de- 
stroy him? 

They went to Austria, to Poland, 
to Czecho-Slovakia, to Holland, to 
Belgium, to France, to London.

NEW YORK, Jan. 4 (AP).—Dr. 
Karl T, Compton, scientist and edu- 
cator, today proposed the mobiliza- 
tion of a quarter of a million 
scientists and engineers and a bil- 
lion dollars antiually in capital to 
take up the lag which will follow 
the “pseudo-prosperity” created by 
armament building. 

“Guns and planes and tanks, al- 
though essential now to national 
safety, are not wealth-creating ma- 
chines,” said Dr. Compton. 

“National defense orders are only 
a stimulant injected into industry's 
bl and the effects of the 
stimulant will wear off. 

“We must prepare now for the 
time when the Government ceases 
to order large quantities of arma- 
ments. We must originate now the: 
products and processes which will 
keep our assembly lines busy after 
this emergency.” 

Dr, Compton is. president of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology and chairman of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufactur- 
ers’ Advisory Committee on Re- 
search, 


Dr. Compton recommended the 
investment by all manufacturing 
companies of 2 per cent of their 
gross sales income in industrial re- 
search, 

If that were done, he said, “there 
could be mobilized in America a 
quarter of a million scientists and 
engineers and a Dillion dollars a 
year for the development of new 
services, new indus- 
tries, new jobs and new sources of 
wages and salaries.” 3 
The 2 per cent figure was chosen, 
he explained, as a result of a N. 
A. M. survey which disclosed the 
typical company among 181 report- 
ing (about 8 per cent of all known 
to have laboratories) allocated this 
proportion for research. 

Dr. Compton cited a chemical 
company which derives 40 per cent 
of its sales from 12 new lines of 
products developed in the last 
decade; a building material con- 
cern which derives 42 per cent of 
sales from products developed in 
the last 10 years; a paper manu-| 
facturer who turned waste prod- 
ucts into a plastic material which 
holds the promise of becoming a 
major source of income. 

“Companies engaging in ré- 
search,” Dr. Compton concluded, 
“have built new markets for them- 
selves.and at the same time they 
have created social benefits and 
helped to bring progress and pros- 
perity to the nation.”

vantages in war is the posses- 
sion of the initiative, which 
means the power and the will to 
take the offensive, the ability to 
make the enemy conform to one’s 
own moves rather than being com- 
pelled to await and conform to his. 
This advantage the Axis has con- 
sistently possessed from the begin- 
ning of this war until the Italian 
invasion of Greece. As a result of 
that bit of strategical imbecility, the 
initiative in the Mediterranean 
area was wrested from the Axis by 
the British, and it is now a ques- 
tion of how far the British can 
compel the Axis to conform. to 
British moves in that theater; how 
far it will be necessary for Ger- 
many, in particular, to go in aiding 
tottering Italy, and how far such 
assistance to Italy will impair Ger- 
many’s possession of the initiative, 
which it still retains, as against 
Britain, in the decisive Atlantic 
theater of war, 


In a recent-article I pointed out 
it was very ‘tikely that German 
intervention in the Mediterranean, 
if it came, would come principally 
in Spain—no doubt with excursions 
and alarums in other theaters 
meanwhile in order to distract at- 
tention and divide British forces 
and efforts. 


Indeed, the situation demon- 
strates clearly that whatever has 
happened to Italy, Germany sstill 
possesses that priceless advantage 
of the initiative. Every one is con- 
cerned with one question: Where 
will Germany strike next? Will it 
be the “all-out” blow against Brit- 
ain, regardless of Italian disaster? 
Will it be preceded by a Mediterra- 
nean thrust intended to offset the 
British and Greek successes in that 
theater? ’ 

The Germans are skilled in the 
art of maintaining such distracting 
uncertainties, indeed, of manufac- 
turing them. This use of the initia- 
tive is not the least of its advan- 
tages, and is made the more effec- 
tive by the fact that Germany is a 
centrally located power, able to 
strike outward in any direction, and 
with a government in full control of 
all channels of news and informa- 
tion. But there is another field in 
which Germany may decide to 
strike first of all. 


Four Battles. 


In a recent article I pointed out 
that the Battle ‘of Britain, the 
crucial battle of this war, is really 
three battles: (1) The Battle of Pro- 
duction, in which the United States 
is taking an active and increasing 
part; (2) the Battle of Transporta- 
tion, in which we seem likely to 
take a greater part as time goes 
on; (3) the Battle of Combat, in 
which we are hoping not to be 


linvolved. by reason of our effective 


contributions to the other two. But 
behind all these battles, and affect- 
ing them all, is still another which, 
for want of a better word, we may 
call the Battle of Morale. In this 
battle, as in the others, the posses- 
sion of the initiative is of primary 
importance, and the present lead- 
ers of Germany are extraordinarily 
skillful in making use of their ad- 
vantages in this field. 


Not only do they contrive to keep 
every one uncertain as to their next 
military move, thus insuring them- 
selves at least in some measure the 
benefits of surprise, but they also 
are able to effect surprise in the 
political field. The outcome of the 
present German-French discussions 
may provide one such surprise. An- 
other may lurk in the sudden ap- 


W P A JOBS INCREASED 
500 FOR MISSOURI THIS MONTH 


Total of 64,000 in January; Defense 
Hirings Still Fail to 
"Be Felt. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 4 
(AP)—The WPA has been author- 
ized to employ 64,000 Missourians 


during January. That is 500 more 
than the December work quota. 
Since the beginning of the national 
defense program, State WPA offi- 
cials have been given less advance 
information on future work quotas 
than they used to get, but they ex- 
pect a sharp decline in the num- 
ber of WPA jobs by spring. 

“During the winter months, when 
relief needs are greatest—and while 
the defense program is still devel- 
oping—there probably will be little 
change in WPA employment,” on 
State official said.

This may bear some: ex- 
tended examination, for it contains 
terrifying possibilities. 

Prior to Mussolini's 

blunder in Greece and he awitt 
and effective exploitation thereof 
by the British, there existed very 
good reason to suppose that the end 
of this year might be marked by a 
strong “peace offensive” from Ber- 
lin; that very generous terms might 
be offered to Great Britain—terms 
which, while leaving Hitler in con- 
trol of central Europe, would re- 
store France (less Alsace-Lorraine), 
and might even involve a German 
evacuation of the Low Countries 
and Scandinavia. In the colonial 
field Germany might for the mo- 
ment have rested satisfied with its 
former colonies, with Tunis, Djibou- 
ti and a share in the control of 
the Suez Canal for Italy. 


To Influence VU. S. 


The purpose of such proposals is 
plain. They would be intended pri- 
marily for the American people, 
secondarily for the British people. 
If America could be sold on the 
idea of a “just” peace, arrived at 
by negotiation, the foundations of 
American support to Britain might 
be undermined, and the British 
brought in despair to acceptance of 
the German terms. The Italian dic- 
tator appears to have given a check 
to this plan, but there are signs 
it has not been abandoned. 


The advantages offered by such 
a peace would in fact prove wholly 
illusory. Its major and most treach- 
erous purpose would be to win the 
battle of production: That is, to 
bring about a cessation, or a sharp 
decline, in the progress of American 
rearmament and industrial mobi- 
lization. It is this American effort 
which Germany really fears; it rep- 
resents the one force in the world 
which Germany cannot now reach 
with its blows, and which, in the 
long run, it cannot hope to match 
by any effort of its own—as long 
as the blockade continues. Once let 
there be a negotiated peace and 
no one can doubt that American 
rearmament would be fatally han- 
dicapped. We would be smeared 
from head to foot with the poison- 
ous honey of German promises and 
German assurances of good-will. 
Our industries would turn once 
more from swords to plowshares. 


Meanwhile, Germany at home 
would be consolidating its position 
in Central Europe; would be. re- 
newing its dwindling supplies of 
oil and other materials; would be 
reconstructing and reorganizing its 
submarine and ai- forces along 
the lines of the war’s lessons. Its 
economic dominance of Italy, Spain 
and the Balkans would be backed 
by the enormous prestige of vic- 
tory. In Africa and, worse, in 
Latin America, a German commer- 
cial] and financial offensive would 
go into full swing. German influ- 
ence would be behind Japanese ag- 
gression in the Far East. In a year 
or two an immensely stronger Ger- 
many, and one far more formid- 
ably established in every part of 
the world, would be ready to re- 
sume the onward march to the 
world conquest which would re- 
main the German goal. The “peace” 
would be but an armistice — a 
breathing space for Hitler. 


These would be the fruits, for 
Germany, of a negotiated peace 
now. For the garnering of such 
fruits, it may well be willing to 
abandon areas in which its occu- 
pation is maintained only by force 
of arms, and where it can hope 
in any case to hang on to many 
economic and political footholds 
backed by covert threat and steady 
pressure. 

A Germany placed as such a 
peace would place it would possess 
a world of initiative which could 
not be wrested from it.

> GERMAN AIR AID TO ITALY 


GIVES BULGARIA NEW JITTERS 


Sofia Fears Move May Eventually 
Send Turkish Forces on Southern 
Border Into Action. 

SOFIA, Jan. 4 (AP). — The de- 
cision of Germany to give Italy 
aerial assistance in the Mediter- 
ranean war with Great Britain and 
Greece created a new wave of un- 
easiness in Bulgaria today. 

There was concern in political 
circles that the German aid might 
alter the trend in the Greek-Italian 
war, sending into motion Turkish 
forces concentrated on Bulgaria’s 
southern border, German forces on 
the north and Russian troops 
massed along the frontier of North- 
ern Dobruja.

“T think we can stay out of the 
war if we want to,” he said on his 
return from Haiti on the liner An- 
con, “but you cannot spit in a 
man’s face and kick him in the 
shins and then say you do not want 
to fight.”

YOUTH ADMITS THREAT 
AGAINST BETTY GRABLE 


Prisoner Also Wrote Other Ex- 
tortion Notes, F. B.. I. 
Agents Report. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Jan. 4 (AP). 
—A youth who Federal Bureau of 
Investigation agents said referred 
to himself as “the yellow hornet,” 
was held today on a Federal war- 
rant which charges that he threat- 
ened to harm Betty Grable of the 
movies unless she paid $2000. 
The agents identified him as 18- 
year-old James Willard Porter, now 
in custody at Washington, Pa., his 
home near Pittsburgh, pending ar- 
raignment. An agent said the 
threat was contained in a letter 
mailed to Miss Grable’s Hollywood 
studio Dec. 6. He said the letter 
read in part: 
“You have been selected by me, 
the yellow hornet, to pay the sum 
of $2000. The amount will be sent 
by special delivery, any way you 
prefer, by Dec. 25, Christmas day, 
or you will thus suffer the result. 
“This is not a joke, but strictly 
business. If you, however, don’t 
send this money ... I will per- 
sonally come out and get you.” 
The F. B. I. said in a statement 
that besides Miss Grable, five resi- 
dents of Washington, Pa., “includ- 
ing a ward of the Juvenile Court, 
had received letters admittedly 
written by Porter.” The statement 
continued: 


“Porter has admitted writing ap- 
proximately 16 letters, most of 
which informed the addressees that 
they had been selected for member- 
ship in the ‘yellow hornets club.’ 

“Other letters contained instruc- 
tions relative to assignments for 
the recipients to carry out as well 
as threats of injury should they 
fail. In addition to the money de- 
manded of Betty Grable, $2000 was 
demanded from ofie of the victims 
in Washington, Pa.”

~ Skin Treatment 
By Patricia Lindsay 


HE girl who has an over-re- 
T laxed, greasy complexion usual- 

ly has enlarged pores and a 
sallow skin tone. To correct these 
ailments a good pore-rousing treat- 
ment is essential, and one of the 
most satisfactory is the old-fash- 
ioned oatmeal bag one which re- 
quires 12 days of unfailing routine. 
Here it is copied verbatim from an 
English book on skin care: 


Cut 12 six-inch squares out of a 
piece of soft muslin. Get one cup- 
ful of ordinary oatmeal from any 
grocer, one eighth of a teaspoon- 
ful of powdered sulphur from a 
druggist, and one teaspoonful of 
finely shaved castile bar soap. 
Add the powered sulphur and 
castile soap to the oatmeal and stir 
thoroughly. Then put one table- 
spoonful of the mixture into each 
square of muslin and tie with a 
piece of string intg a small bag. 


Use one bag every evening for 12 
consecutive days. Saturate it in 
warm water amd rub the face until 
it is clean. Let the liquid dry on 
the skin. After two or three min- 
utes rinse the face with warm wa- 
ter and then with cold water. Pat 
on the following lotion, ten drops 
of tincture of plain benzoin in one 
cupful of cold water. Let this dry. 
In the morning wash the face 
with a fresh stiffish sterilized rub- 


water. Use an astringent lotion 
foundation under your make-up 
in exactly the same tone as your 
skin. All cosmetic firms offer foun- 
dation lotions so select one you 
like. 

Two or three times during the 
day your face should be rinsed with 
plenty of chilled water and the 
make-up applied freshly. Never 
rinse your face until all old make- 
up has been thoroughly removed. 

After the 12-day oatmeal bag 
treatment, which may be repeated 
in six weeks if necessary, an oat- 
meal pack can be given as follows: 

Mix toilet oatmeal (which you 
can get from a first-class grocer) 
with enough witch hazel to form 
a paste. Smear it over your face 
and leave it on for a quarter of an 
hour or longer. Rinse off with 
warm water, followed by cold wa- 
ter splashings. 

Girls who have greasy skin 
should exercise every day without 
fail, eat less of meats and greasy, 
rich foods, eat more of fruits and 
vegetables and their juices, fish, 
some cheese and dairy products. 
No fried foods allowed at all.
